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what he told the reporters, about the FBI making available what "is available to

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any citizen, he presided over wholesale withholdings of what under the law the FBI could 
no tli withhold, over false swearings to the courts with regard to this, and even, when he 
was before the Senate FOIA subcommittee and confronted with about 25 of my FOIA requests 
the FBI had violated the law by ignoring for years, he refused to tell the Senate tliat 
the FBI would comply with the law or offer any explanation for its violations of the law. 
Even when the DJ witness testified that lie c&uld not justify the FBI’s behavior with my 


requests in any way,
